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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to applicant's argument that Canada 
et al does not teach a press machine being monitored, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed Invention must result In a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the 
prior art structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of making, the 
intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the prior art. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In 
re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). In this case, the vibration monitoring systems of both Haseley et al (col. 1, lines 10-20) and 
Canada et al can be applied to a wide variety of mechanical machines. Haseley et al teaches converting mechanical motion into an 
electrical signal (col. 2, lines 33-35). The applicant teaches the processing of velocity signals of a mechanical machine into data signals. 
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
